CJMUI the IM(MI 
facts are not only recognized as 
true, but are intelligently acted up- 
on, health officials and physicians 
know that a hieh sick and death 
rate from this disease must con- 
tinue. With a definite desire to do 
its full part in thi« health and life- 
saving work, this Board earnestly 
advises: 

1. That when a child has s,,re 
throat it should be placed in a room 
remote from other children until a 
competent physician decides that it 
is not contagious, sending a speci- 
men to the Laboratory for free ex- 
amination when in doubt, but. with- 
out waiting to hear from this, if 
there are yelh.w-white patches in 
the throat or other evidences of 
diphtheria, administer at once 5.000 
units of antitoxin if in the first day 
of the attack, and 7.000 or 10,000 
units if later, every rt hours and. at 
the same time use 1.000 units to im- 
munize each exposed child or per- 
son. The Board always keeps sup- 
plies of the best fresh antitoxin on , 
hand which can be sent to county 
or city officials and physicians at! 
50 cents. 11.90. $2.10 and W10 re- 
spectively for 1.000, 5.000. 7.000 and 
10.000 unit packages, less than one- 
third the reUil price, to be paid 
for directly to the manufacturer. 

2. Notify the health officer at 
once, as the law requires, placard 
the house, and keep all other chil- 
dren, all having the care of chil- 
dren, and all who go where children 
are awav from it. Keep all chil- 
dren of the house from school or 
other children, unless they are im- 
munised with antitoxin and rigidly 
excluded from the sick room. No 
one but the physician and nurse 
should enter the sjrk room, and 
they should use every precaution 
not to carry infection from it. 

T The discharges from the throat 

and nose are loaded with the germ* 
or seeds of the disease and should 
be received on soft paper or cloths 

and immediately burned All table 
utensils should he boiled, and all 
;. r d and body linen should be boil- 
ed, or immersed for six hours in a 
strong solution of chloride of lime. 

This isolation of the patient 
and care of the room, and of every 
person and thing coming nut of it.

|M*usarles are maintained particularly to afford facilities for the exaralua- 
tlon of consumptives or those who susp.s t MMM of having tuU-rcu- 
losls The visiting nurses In their rounds ,.f the cltj direct rundown people 
to the dispensary for exsmlnstlou by the physh tans. 

The first step In the examination Is b> take the bright and weight of the 
patient atid to learn many ether simple fads MMI the ease. This work is 
done by the nurse, and the physician then makes a careful examination of tho 
case. Where tuberculosis is found the pstlcnt l« MMM to return st regular 
InterTals to the dls|.en*ary. and the nurses visit the patients as often ss pos- 
sible in their homes 

A dispensary at every county seat In Kentucky affording facilities for the 
csreful exsmlnstton of MMWM1 consumptives under the supervision of ex- 
perienced physicians and nurses would result In the discovery of thousands 
of eases at the early stage, when, with MMM treatment, they could Is? re 
stor.il to ■ reasonable degree of health Consumptive, ordinarily do not go to 
the physictun Ull they sre too far advanced for sucessful treatment. Con 
sequently there should be visiting nurses in every county to wearch out the 
si. k In their homes and bring them In touch with the physicians, either In 
dispensaries or at the d<s tor's office Alsiut MM KMMM die annually 
of tulierculosis. Not a single one of these deaths Is necessary ■ Hut this death
